There can- 
not be a doubt, we thinU, that the evila in- 
aeparabio from t!io “ <yovernmQnfc by palaver’* 
are aggravated and intcnaided. by the pub- 
licity given to mere talk, Inatoad of meet- 
ing for the transaction of bminesa^ tnembera 
msefc to confabulate, because what they say 
is noted down and published to the whole 
Colony, just as if thoy wore so many oracles 
uttering words of wisdom. Now let us see 
how the opposite system works. We have a 
civic parliament, which raises and adminis- 
ters a revenue of £93,000, and undertakes 
the municipal government of 61,003 people. 
It meets once a fortnight, and its sittings* oc- 
cupy three or four hours. Brn idly speaking, 
the city of Melbourne is quite ai well go- 
verned as the Colony at 1 irgc,— rather bettor, 
perhaps ; while the members of the council 
may compare favourably with those of tlie 
Assembly. None of our civic rulers have 
been expelled for taking bribes, nor have 
three of their number stood as convicted cri- 
minals at the bar of the Supremo Court. 
This municipal parliament performs its work 
creditably, and talks little ; but supposing its 
discussions were fully reported in tlie press, 
what would follow? Three-fourths of the 
councillors would bs inspired with the ambU 
tion of figuring as orators before the coyntrv. 
Instead of fortnightly wc sliould have dally 
meetings. D^b-ates would be naissd upon 
every conceivable subject, and would be con- 
tinued from day to dav to the intevruption of 
ftU business, and the dhtrxotion of the imfor- 
tunats Town Clerk. When the periodic il 
vacancies o:cur in tin Council, there would 
bi a rtiah of loafers and advenhirciM ; and in 
duo time the ninnlcipal frandiise would be 
extended to the roaig'is o: Xlo;n'*o*line, and 
the bullies of Bilking-aiuarx The council- 
lors would vote themselves an annual stipend ; 
m-iniclpa! offices would be created for the 
purpose of providing billets for elecdoneedng 
agents and w*re-milier 3 ; and the municipal 
government of Molbonrno would slukt i the 
level f)f that of New York. Forlnniitely for 
the interests of our fsUow-citizim, their re- 
pressutativos iu the Council havo no mot ve 
f()r wasting their time in talking twaddle. 
The newap.aper reports of their procsediiigs 
-are models of cnnciseiie.ss, and we dovoutTv 
hope they may long rcmiin so, slnca they 
afford no temptation to the councillors to 
-aubstitiite word-spinning for practical and 
beneficial work. —A iwb'akwia.a.

Smoking, unlike tea-driuking, does imply 
a vast amonni of sensuality and seliiahnees, 
and does produce great evils among the po- 
pidation, especially of cities. Tlie smoker 
smokes, not because he needs a minute drop 
of nicotine to calm his nerves, butl:e;aan 3 he 
feels a dreamy, lazy, an’mil enjovnieat in 
smoking and pu'fiug oat the hot turn 'a. He 
smokes cxactlvas a child e':ts loll p.tps, or aa 
a woman snuffs at her vinaigr 5 .to. The child 
is not hungry, but it likes’ sigar. The wo- 
man is not faint, but she 1 k's the pbasant 
odour, and the grateful, gentle s'liniu'ui. 
With regard to tobacco, there is no question 
tliat its operation is to lessen the vital forces 
of the body ; and the effect of this tipon s 
population already debilitated by the iiupure 
atnuispherc and the confined life of a citv, 
tends to swell the ranks of pauperism and 
criiiio. In England, even children smoke tg- 
b.occo of su::h foul strength that no Turk or 
Spaniard— and they are alwavs amokins;— 
cmiUl use it without nausea. This pr^co itv 
has a fatal influence. The moderate smoker 
avould say If a man really wants u pipe or 
a cigar,— and such a thing is a^ c jn^eivable 
as that ho should want a tonic, as quinine ; 
or a sedative, as opium ; or a stimiilaub, as 
CMuphor ; — if his pai’se i ? f\il', his temper Irr - 1 
table, hia tendeiicv _t) ag^ravaie hiiiiaeli and 
every one around luui,^ f, in onecxproislve 
ovord, ho has an attajk ot tl at mnoviugccm- 
pLalnt “ the jiiinns,” let him bv all means i 
take a moderate dose of that aduiivahle sed- [ 
ativc, tobacco. But that is oxa.;tIy what our | 
young men w’ill not do. Tiiay literally give I 
themselves up to, or, in fov once nob* exag- 
gerated language of the aii!:i-tobacconist.i, I 
“bpcomo slaves to,” their pipe, mid tlioyl 
tobacco which, coiiiparcd to that of Turkey, | 
is 'AS vitriolised gin to claret in its pernicious j 
effects. We may hg sure that a coufimiedi 
smoker is more or loss iiidnlsiP, and solfisli, 
and cold-hearted, however gi*eat may b 3 liis 
superficial good-nature and into. He is 
ojynical and indifferent to all gi’eat ideas. 
And tlleic can be no dmiht that ho becomes 
more or less indifferent to the emufort of 
■others, and, if not exwJya “ hhickguml ” 
or a h.og,” yet, at least a bear.

From all parts let- 
ters of complaint flock into the papers that 
the shopkeepers are raising their prices, and 
that very soon a man with an ordinary family 
to spend it on won’t ba able to live in Vic- 
toria, Shoes that used to cost IO 3 a pair 
have gone up to I4s and 15s, writes one con- 
sumer. If the Treasurer does not t ike off 
half tlie duty on calf skins, saj’s a producer, 
I shall b3 obliged to dismiss a third of the 
hands from my establishment. A retailer 
sends from Eriiiicri to order a piece of cloth 
from the importer at 6s Cd a yard. Can’t send 
it under 8s Cd in consequence of tlie tariff, 
telegraphs back tho importer. .Two Mel- 
bourne tailoring firms have reduced the 
wages of their men 23 per cent, right off the 
reel, and in several of tlie clothing establish- 
ments, largo and small, the unfortunate 
sempstresses have been cub down Id and 2d 
per article, making a difference of 2s or 3s por ! 
week in the earnings of most of them. And 
these are o’lly a few examples, culled hastily 
of from a single porusAl of tliemorningpapers, , 
tlie inimcd.ate effects of the beneficent policy 
f»f protection upon the classes in wliuso in - 1 
tsresfc it was inaugurated. 

All readers of the Ne*.vZ>a!and newspa- 
pers iiinst have noticed that the announce- , 
ments under the head “ Marriages,” (or, as 
an American paper puts it, “The Altar,”) 
have b^en gi’.vctuaUy becoming fewer and 
fewer, but thera is now good rsa ?on to antici- 
pate an improvement in this direction. A 
Mrs Barling (benevolent creature, she should 
have spelt her name with a D) advertises in 
tho Auckland pipersharintentionof publish- 
ing shoiilya MAtrimmid with a view, 
as she e.vpre3ses it, to meeting the require- 
ments of settlers in the out diswicts, who are 
debarred from fanning acquiiubances among 
the opposite sex. Dear, disinterested bene- 
factress of the human ra5e ! Ic it were not 
for an nnfcnliunate all ision to a trifling tvo- 
«and-sixpenny fee that will be required at the 
hands of thosa who mav avail themselves of 
her services, I should hy inclinel to look 
upon her philanthropic— a crusty old bache- 
lor has in my hearing called them mis.\nthro- 
pic— efforts with a favourable eye ; but all 
the raiuin::D that might, irider otlicr circum- 
stances, have atfcvjhcd itself to the 
nialT.me.i and its editress, has faden away 
before that wretched haii-crawn. WJiat a 
pit^‘ it is that such benevolent i'-istitutlons' 
cannot be earned on without a drain 011 the 
pockets of those whom they are to benefit ! 
But then philanthropy without fees is so very 
rar j ! 

I The question of the propriety of members 
of the Assambly receiving an honorarium has 
again cropped up for its periodical discussion 
in the Honso of Representatives, even al- 
though Mr Criicroft Wilson, who always con- 
sistently moved for its abolition, or, at all 
events, reduction, is no longer a mcnibjr of 
tliivt House. That such a sum as would cover 
their necessary expenses while in Wellington 
should be paid to the Lower House wc tJiink 
perfectly reasonable and fah, but we cannot 
say tfic same with reg.vrd to the members of 
the Legislative Council, who represent the 
largo property holders of tho Colony, from 
which clasi its ranks are constantly baing 
recruited. 1 1 Ins a'lbrded us no little pleasure 
to find that one of the Legislative Councillors, 
the hon, G. M. Watorhmise, is of the same 
way of thinking, and that he is not content 
with merely e-xpreisingliis opinion, but means 
to give a i>mctical proof of ]iif» sinceritv. In 
a letter addressed to the Wairarapa Mociinj 
this gentleman says : — “In the peculiar cir- 
cumstances of New Zealand, the practice of 
paying incinbci*a of the Legislative Council 
an hoiiorarium of £l per (lay, however objec- 
tionable in principle, appc.av3 almost essential 
to enabling const. tuGucies to secure in the 
llnuse of Kopreaentative the services of mem- 
bers alike acquainted with the wants of the 
various districts, and able and desirous to 
fljrve their fellow settlers. But in tho case 
of tho Legislative Cuuncil, no such necessity 
exists ; ita members are not elect-sd, but nomi- 
iiiited, and t!mt from a class which as a whole 
docs not require, and in my opinion ought 
nolto receive, tho honorarium paid to tho 
elective iiiyinbers of Parliament. I .believe 
tho usefulness of tho Legislative Council 
would be increased and its dignity would be 
promoted by the wibiidrawal of this lioiiora- 
rimn ; but, ao lung as it continues to bo paid 
I am detormined to appropriate it to 
purposes uf public utility .” — Nelson Evening 
MmL *. • . • ’ * .'

DEATH BY DROWNING OP MR 

JOHN B. LUSCOMBE. 

—. 0 —. 

A most iRDlancholy and painful sensation 
w.aa created in the town of Ci*omwell and 
ilii’(;ilghoiifc the entire district when it be- 
came known on Sunday morning that the 
lifeless body of Mr John B. Luscombe liad 
been foiiiid in the All Nations water-race at 
Qiiartzville late on tho previous evoning. 
TJie deceased weis about 37 yeai's of age, and 
was a native of the town of Chudleigbj in 
Duyonshive, He had been resident in tlie 
district about nine years, and by his manly 
character and remtirkable social and convivial 
qualities had endeared himself to all with 
whom ho came into contact. The sudden 
and peculiar manner of his dcatli gave addi- 
tional force, to the blow which his many 
friends experienced upon licaring of his sad 
aud .untimely end. Among working minors 
there aro many men of superior abilities, of 
great mor.xi worth, and possessed of charac- 
teristics which would adoni any station of 
life. The deceased, whose depsvrturo from 
amongst us we now both chronicle and de- 
plore, possessed, in anemhient degree, m uiy 
Iff tho qualitie.^ to which we have re- 
ferred. As a husband, a Lather, and a friend, 
his reputation w?is irreproachable. Ammg 
lijs felIow-mincr.s, “Johnny Luscombe” was 
most popular. What renders his untimely 
end more depbirahlc is tiiat he leaves behind 
him a widmv and five children, — one un in- 
fant, only a few weeks old, — to mourn their 
irreparable loss. 

Tile facts of the case, so far as \vc have 
been able to gather them, are these : — Tiie 
deceased, whose claim and house are on th.o 
Five-Miie Creek, rode' into Ciomwell on 
Satuiday aftcrnoim last to transact s mio 
bu.sincss. He was met. by numerous friends ' 
and acquaintances, and appeared to be in 
Iris usual health :ind spirits. He left this 
town about 5.3U p.m. on hors-rbac!:, havhig 
just had the animal shod at Lindsay’s F..i- 
lioiy. He reached iVDOoimLek's Cux*;U-k 
Range Hotel safely, between 7 aul 8 o’c ru.k 
in tho evening, put Iris horse in the stable, 
and remained there some time. About 9.o0 
p.m., he remarked that he would go vnd 
see Mr and Mrs Lawrence (who live ac xss 
tho VQ'Ld), Tills he did, and after a siiort 
stay left their house, apparently with Ih^ 
intention of g ling buc v to iil 'Ooriulck’s. Mrs 
Law'roiico warned him to “ Look out for the 
race,” and offered to sliowirim a light, ay.iidi 
he declined, replying tiiat he was “ All rig it.” . 
He then wont in the direction o: the pl::ce 
wliore lie, hut a few moments after .van? a, 
met his untimely de-ath. Frcin the tr xes 
icit on the sp;.t at which deceased fell in, it 
apj)yars that he must have stumbl xl into Hie 
race ; his head coming into contact vith a 
stone, or liavd gravel, ho was prob ib.y 
stunned; and, ahJiough there w«as but 1 tife 
water in tlie race at the time, there was suffi- 
cient to sufi’oeate a man who was sUmned 
and iiupactsd therein. He is supposed to 
have fallen in close to the end of La\vr.'‘ncr’8 
imuse ; but, as the water accumulated, his 
body seems to have been carr el down 
about 31) yar:ls to an angle in front rf 
M'Corinick's Hotel. 3Ir McCormick had oc- 
casion, about 11 o’clock p.m., to go to the 
race fur some water, aud then lie observed 
that the water was overfiowing the road. 
Upon examiimtion, the lifeless form of poor 
Lusjombc was found in the race; it was 
speedily lifted out, and token t j the Hotel. 
i3 very exertion was mads to restore ani;na- 
fcion ; but without success. Li'o liad pio- 
bably been extinct for an hour and a hilf. 
Lnl'orination was at once sent in to tlie police 
in Cromwell. 

Dr Corse went out on S\indaj% and found 
the paviet.il bones depressed, in such a man- 
ner V.S would result from a person fal ing for- 
ward suddenly on to a hard substance. Siuh 
a depression of the parietal hones is, Dr 
Carso coiHiders, sufiiciont to account for 
dcabh. To this must, however, be added ‘ho 
fact that the h'jdy so obstriudecl the How o: 
■•.vator in the race as to cause su ficient to nc- 
cumuiitto to finish the sad business by 
drowning. 

Tiio l.ato Mr Luscomhe’s vocal abilitiss were 
above the average, and on many occasions 
hs s.iiig at Popular Concerts, — being a gi'eat 
favourite. A pathetic incident has bcenie- 
iatod to us: — On Saturday alternion, ho 
callcil on his friend Dc Corse, and bffore ho 
left sang one of his favourite songs, “Say a 
kind word when you cm.” Tiie Into Mr 
Gavrotc similarly sang a favourite bal'.ad, 

“ TliDii you’ll remember me,” very .shortly 
before Iris violent death. Those of oiu'
